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Hockey  Blues  face  busy  home  schedule

So  where  are  the  real 
Varsity  Blues?  After  a 
half-dozen  pre-season 
games,  the  Blues  were 
winless,  having  dropped  all 
six  by  an  average  score  of 
8-3.  Eight  to  three?!? 

Then  in  the  opening  game 
of  their  1987-88  OUAA 
schedule,  the  Blues  found 
themselves  trailing  the 
Guelph  Gryphons  by  4-0. 
However,  the  Blues  came 
back  and  eventually  posted 
an  exciting  8-6  victory.  In 
game  two  last  Su  nday  in 
Waterloo,  Blues  lost  9-4  to 
the  Warriors. 

Three-year  veteran  head 
coach  Paul  Titanic  remains 
calm,  refusing  either  to 
panic  or  to  predict  endless 
success.  Acknowledging  the 
severe  roster  depletion 
caused  by  graduation  and 
injury.  Titanic  speaks 
confidently  of  building  a 
solid  contender  around  11 
returnees.

"Last  year,  we  had  great 
goaltending  and  some  pretty 
good  g o a  1 - s c o r  i  ng .  We 
could  afford  to  play  an. 
open  style.  We  don't  have 
a  Kevin  Hamlin  {All-Can¬ 
adian  goaltender)  or  Don 
McLaughlin  (point-scoring 
recordsetter  and  All-Can¬ 
adian)  ,  but  we  still  have 
some  highly-skilled  players 
and  the  personnel  to  play  a 
great  team  concept,"  offers 
Ti tanic. 

In  assessing  his  team's 
chances.  Titanic  believes 
his  Blues  will  be  very 
competitive.  "There's  not 
a  huge  difference  between 


best  and  worst  (in  the 
OUAA),"  he  states.  "With 
talent  we  can  compete  with 
anyone,  but,"  he  adds  with 
a  measure  of  under¬ 
statement,  "it  will  take 
time. " 

Gone  are  the  excellent 
goalkeeping  tandem  of 
Hamlin  and  Paul  Fisher, 
opening  the  crease  to  three 
talented  but  inexperienced 
newcomers;  Greg  Gilhooly, 
a  6 ' 6 "  law  student  from 
Princeton  University;  Paul 
Hunter,  a  product  of  the 
Notre  Dame  College  Hounds 
program  made  famous  by 
Maple  Leafs  Wendel  Clark, 
Russ  Courtnall  and  Gary 
Leeman;  and  Bruno  Pullara, 
a  graduate  of  the 
Provincial  Jr.  B  loop. 

Varsity's  blueline 
will  sport  some  new  faces 
as  at  least  three  regulars 
have  departed,  including 
superior  offensive 
defenseman  Mike  Millctte 
(13  goals,  38  points  in  24 
games) . 

Returning  are 
hard- hitting  veteran  and 
newly-appointed  assistant 
captain  Ben  Shepherd, 
slick-skating  former  Ottawa 
67  Chris  Vickers,  and 
s  trong  —  positionally  but 
oft-injured  defenseman  Dan 
Silc. 

Joining  this  trio  is 
widely-travelled  rearguard 
Brett  Vance,  an  experienced 
veteran  of  OHL  Jr.  A  and 
OUAA  campaigns  at  Western' 
Ontario,  who  is  returning 
form  a  two-year  stint  in 
Finland.  A  key  newcomer  is 
sturdy  defenseman  Mark 
Haarmann,  a  6'2",  205 

lb.  former  Oshawa  General 
and  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
Greyhound,  who  is  expected 
to  step  in  and  provide  a 
solid  defensive  contri¬ 
bution. 


'  Also  showing  promise  are 
newcomers  Nolan  Keogh, 
Peter  Madden,  the  heady 
younger  brother  of  Blues 
forward  Mike,  and  big  Tony 
Rzepka . 

The  forward  ranks 
boast  eight  returnees  plus 
another  two  players  with 
previous  Varsity 
experience,  which  augers 
well  for  the  Blues 
development  this  season. 

Yet,  unquestionably,  the 
loss  of  the  prolific  troika 
of  McLaughlin- Jim  Byrne- 
Phil  Drouillard  who, 
along  with  defenseman 
Millotte  and  winger  Pat 
Graham,  accounted  for  over 
half  of  Varsity's  scoring 
output  last  year,  will  be  a 
difficult  void  to  fill. 

Coach  Titanic  will  look 
to  an  enhanced  offensive 
contribution  from  all  of 
his  veteran  forwards,  but 
particularly  from  centreman 
Rob  Silc  and  Glen  Murphy. 

The  talented  Silc 
finished  fourth  in  team 
scoring  last  season  with  14 
goals  and  25  points  in  24 
league  games,  but  must 
provide  a  more  consistent 
two-way  effort  this 
season.  Murphy,  a 
speedster,  can  be  an 
explosive  offensive 
performer.  He  was  named  an 
assistant  captain  in 
recognition  of  his 
leadership  qualities. 

The  Blues  strength 
down  the  middle  includes 
five-year  veteran  defensive 
specialist  Rick  Traugott, 
and  aggressive  two-way 
sophomore  Steve  Rosebrook. 

Varsity  will  also  look 
for  rookie  Andy  Rivers,  a 
graduate  of  the  OHL 
Kingston  Canadians,  to 
weave  his  playmaking  magic 
for  the  Blues  this  season. 

The  left  flank  appears 
to  be  solidly  manned  by  a 
set  of  rugged  indivi¬ 
duals  capable  of  playing 
well  in  both  ends  of  the 
rink. 

They  are  led  by  captain 
Chris  Callaghan,  a 
dependable  veteran  of  4 
campaigns  who  netted  11 
goals  and  11  assists  in 
'86-87  regular  season 
play.  Aggressive 
second-year  winger  Tom 
Warden,  whose  physical 
prominence  is  enhanced  by 
excellent  offensive 


Chris  Callaghan 
capabilities,  should 
improve  on  his  7  goals,  14 
assists  performance  last 
year. 

Returning  to  the  Blues 
after  a  2-year  absence  is 
Mike  Savage,  another 
big,  speedy  winger  with 
previous  Jr.  A  and  CIAU 
championship  experience.  A 
welcome  addition  is 
versatile  rookie  Chris 
DePiero,  who,  at  5' 9"  is 
short  in  stature,  but  long 
on  talent  as  evidenced  by 
his  selection  as  Central 
Ontario  Jr.  B  rookie-of- 
the-year  last  winter.

On  right  wing,  the  Blues 
feature  fleet  4-year 
veteran  Eric  Orschel,  a 
potential  high  scorer  who 
recovered  from  a  miserable 
first  half  to  score  8 
goals  and  18  points  in  23 
games  last  year. 

Complementing  Orschel's 
offense  is  hardworking  Paul 
Anderson,  a  strong  checking 
winger.  Making  his  return 
to  the  Blues  is  21-year  old 
Mike  Madden,  an  aspiring 
chemical  engineer  who 
will  give  a  solid  effort  in 
every  game.

Representing  the 
Western  contingent  are  two 
diverse  teams.  Manitoba  is 
the  big  gun  with  exper¬ 
ience,  while  the  up  and 
coming  Alberta  squad  looks 
promising. 

Blues  head  coach 
Michele  Belanger  noted  the 
diversity  of  these  two 
teams . 

"Manitoba  is  strong, 
with  the  same  returning 
players  and  somfe  really 
good  outside  shooters. 
They  finished  third  in 
Canada  last  year  and  are 
definitely  a  top  team." 

"Alberta  is  a  fairly 
young  team  but  should 
provide  us  with  some  good

competition,"  said 
Belanger.  "We  saw  them 
play  in  Calgary  and  they 
had  definitely  improved  by 
the  end  of  the  tournament, 
so  with  some  game  exper¬ 
ience  they  will  be  pro¬ 
gressing.  " 

Brock  and  McMaster  are 
the  Ontario-West  competi¬ 
tion,  and  present  a  veteran 
and  inexperienced  lineups. 
Brock  finished  second  in 
Ontario  in  1986-87  and 
return  this  year  with  three 


key  players  in  Lisa 
Osborne,  Michele  Luke  and 
Yvonne  Dooderman  as  well  as 
some  new  recruits. 

Belanger  pointed  out 
that  the  Marauders  are 
another  young  team  with 
first,  second,  and  third 
year  players  but  no  major 
stars. 

Ontario-East  is 
well  represented  by  both 
the  York  and  Toronto 
cagers.  The  Blues  have  a 
strong  contingent  of 
rookies  as  well  as  five 
returning  players  including 
veteran  all-star  Mary  Ann 
Kowal.  The  Blues  rookies 
"just  need  some  >  game 
experience  under  their 
belts,"  according  to 
Belanger.  The  York  squad, 
coached  by  former  Blues 
All-Star  guard  Bill  Pangos, 
lost  a  lot  of  vets  but  also 
have  some  strong  rookies. 

"They  beat  McMaster  a 
few  weeks  ago,"  said 
Belanger  of  York.  "And 
they  are  certainly  well 
coached.  They  will 
probably  have  an  aggressive 
defense  and  try  to  maximize 
their  strengths." 

Moving  across  the 


country  to  the  Quebec 
region,  it  is  the  strength 
and  experience  of  both  the 
Bishops  and  Laval  teams 
which  should  provide 
excitement  at  the  tourna¬ 
ment. 

"Laval  was  the  Quebec 
winner  last  season,"  said 
Belanger.  "They  are  a  very 
exciting  team  and  are 
returning  with  most  of 
their  players  and  an 
aggressive  defense." 

Although  Bishops  is 
comprised  of  both  rookies 
and  veterans,  returning 
players  include  National 
Team  member  Cynthia  Johnson 
as  well  as  several  provin¬ 
cial  team  players. 

It  looks  like  an 
exciting  tournament  which 
will  provide  the  younger 
teams  with  some  game 
experience  and  give  the 
veteran  teams  a  chance  to 
prove  themselves  again  this 
season. 

The  action  begins 
Friday  at  2pm.  Blues 
opening  game  is  at  8pm 
against  the  Alberta  Pandas, 
who  are  making  their  first 
appearance  at  U  of  T.

The  first  real  opportu¬ 
nity  for  Varsity  basketball 
followers  to  see  the 
new-lock  men's  Blues  play 
under  pressure  is  fast 
approaching.  The  3rd 
annual  National  Invita¬ 
tional  Tournament  begins 
Thursday  November  19th  in 
the  Athletic  Centre  Sports 
Gym .
